CONFIRMATION  OF  A  RARE  JUSTIN  AND 
JUSTINIAN  FOLLIS  FIRST  PUBLISHED  BY  SABATIER

In  1862,  in  the  first  volume  of  his  “Description  Generale  Des  Monnaies  Byzan¬ 
tines”,  J.  Sabatier  published  a  follis  of  the  brief  joint  reign  of  Justin  1  and  Justinian  1 
from  the  mint  of  Nicomedia  (p.  168,  no.  5). 

The  coin  bore  the  obverse  legend  dn  ivsti — nvs  ivstini  av.  around  the  diademed 
bust  of  Justin.  This  form  of  legend,  without  “e”  or  “et”  between  the  emperors’  names, 
appears  to  be  peculiar  to  the  mint  of  Nicomedia.  The  reverse  type  had  the  usual  M, 
with  crosses  on  either  side  and  above ;  the  officina  letter  B  appeared  beneath,  and  in 
the  exergue  was  the  mint  mark  nikan.  Sabatier’s  illustration  is  shown  above. 

No  further  specimens  of  this  coin  appear  to  have  been  published  since,  Tolstoi’s 
no.  146  (p.  261)  being  quoted  from  Sabatier,  whose  illustration  is  reproduced.  No 
mention  of  the  type  is  made  by  Wroth  in  the  B.M.C.  or  by  Ratto.  In  Volume  1  of  the 
Dumbarton  Oaks  Catalogue,  on  p.  60,  Sabatier’s  description  is  quoted,  with  the  note 
“there  is  no  telling  how  accurate  the  obverse  inscription  is,  but  the  mint  mark  nikan 
is  very  dubious.” 

I  have  recently  acquired  a  second  example  of  this  type,  an  illustration  of  which 
appears  on  Plate  40.  Unfortunately,  the  mint  mark  is  obscure,  thus  leaving  the 
problem  of  Sabatier’s  curious  mark  unsolved.  However,  from  the  form  of  the  obverse 
legend  and  the  occurrence  of  the  three  crosses  on  the  reverse,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  this  coin  is  from  the  Nicomedia  mint,  and  confirms  Sabatier’s  original  description 
of  the  type  in  all  details  except  the  mint  mark. 
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NOTES  ON  HAMMERED  HALFPENCE  AND  FARTHINGS

Henry  VI  (Restored)  and  Edward  IV  (second  reign) 

The  last  article  in  this  series  (. Bulletin  April  1971)  brought  us  to  the  end 
of  the  first  reign  of  Edward  IV,  when  the  mint  mark  long  cross  fitchee  was  in  use. 
The  brief  restoration  of  Henry  VI  sufficed  to  allow  the  striking  of  a  fair  number  of 
silver  coins  bearing  his  name  of  which  the  groat  is  the  commonest.  Only  a  few 
halfpence  of  the  two  mints  striking  them  have  turned  up. 

Henry  VI  (restored)  October  1470 — April  1471. 

Halfpence  of  London  (Fig.  1) 

Obv.  Mint  mark:  short  cross  fitchee. 

Rev.  Civitas  London  (B.M.  Brooke  PI  35  no.  18)

Edward  IV  (2nd  reign,  1471-83) 

The  return  of  Edward  IV  to  the  throne  in  1471  did  not  lead  to  an  immediate 
change  of  the  short  cross  fitchee  mint  mark  at  use  in  London.  The  mint  account 
period  distinguished  by  a  particular  mark  was  one  year  at  this  time.  No  Bristol 
halfpence  have  been  recorded.  In  the  years  1473-6  a  few  rare  halfpence  were  struck 
at  Durham  by  Bp.  Booth.  About  1477  during  the  currency  of  coins  of  the  Blunt  & 
Whitton  Class  XVIII  (cross  with  pellet  in  a  lower  angle)  the  Canterbury  mint 
produced  rare  halfpence  which  continued  into  Classes  XIX  and  XXI.  In  the  following 
table  the  spelling  of  the  word  “di”  or  “dei”  gra  is  noted  because  it  helps  in  ciassifica-

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TOWARDS  A  UNIVERSAL  COIN  CATALOGUE 

By  P.  A.  Tracy 

Introduction. 

The  writer  does  not  claim  to  be  expert  in  all,  nor  indeed  any,  of  the  coinages. 
He  does  not  suggest  that  the  many  specialist  catalogues  are  deficient  or  replaceable 
by  a  single  catalogue,  but  that  their  value  will  be  greatly  enhanced  if  they  can  be 
incorporated  into  a  single  referencing  system.  The  suggested  method  is  a  numerical 
system,  similar  to  that  in  widespread  use  in  libraries  for  the  referencing  of  books. 

Suggested  main  subdivisions  are  given  and  detailed  catalogues  of  the  various 
coinages  can  be  prepared  with  the  aid  of  specialists  in  each  section.  As  an  example, 
the  suggested  catalogue  for  the  Roman  Imperial  section  is  given  in  an  appendix. 

The  need  for  such  a  tool  to  the  numismatist  became  apparent  when  he  became 
the  proud  possessor  of  his  first  half  dozen  coins.  They  proved  to  span  thousands 
of  years  and  millions  of  square  miles,  and  each  required  reference  to  a  scholarly 
tome  that  had  first  to  be  identified  and  then  a  reference  copy  located.  With  the  use  of 
a  Universal  Classification,  a  single  number  will  suffice  to  locate  a  coin  to  its  period 
of  issue  and  geographical  area  and  thus  indicate  the  correct  reference  book  for  further 
details.

This  sub-divides  conveniently  into  headings  for  each  Emperor  or  major  usurper 
from  400  Augustus,  to  468  Julian,  leaving  adequate  spares.  The  referencing  of  the 
relatives  of  the  emperor  is  conveniently  carried  out  by  further  classification  numbers 
after  the  decimal  point.  A  complete  system  for  this  period  is  given  in  the  Appendix. 
Thus  the  number  414.21  carries  the  information  400  Roman  Imperial,  414 
Antoninus  Pius,  -21  daughter  Faustina. 
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500  Post  Diocletian ,  5th  and  6th  century  a.d. 

The  early  part  of  this  series  can  be  treated  under  the  multiple  emperors,  just  as 
above,  in  chronological  sequence.  However  it  may  be  more  convenient  to  deal  with 
the  east  and  west  by  separate  allocation  of  a  block  of  consecutive  numbers  to  each. 

600  Byzantine  and  Arabian  7th- 12th  centuries. 

Separation  of  the  west  being  complete,  a  convenient  grouping  may  be  as  above 
The  Indian  and  Persian  coinages  of  this  period  might  also  be  included  in  this  class. 

700  ' Western  Europe  to  Crusades. 

The  subdivision  of  this  section  will  most  likely  follow  geographical  places  of 
issue.  Anglo-Saxon,  Norse,  Gaul  etc.

ft  800-999  Modern  Coinage  can  be  dealt  with  by  country,  but  there  will  be  different 
opinions  as  to  how  modern  is  “modern”.  Perhaps  it  will  be  wise  to  separate  the 
historically  interesting  modern  coins  from  the  current  issues  by  dividing  800-899 
for  coins  from  the  Crusades  to  (say)  Death  of  Napoleon,  and  allocate  900-999  for 
recent  issues. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a  “general  emergency  reserve”  of  numbers  001  to 
099  to  accommodate  any  really  difficult  exotic  monetary  systems  that  cannot  be 
fitted  into  the  main  coinages  of  the  world.  These  numbers  should  not  be  used  until 
it  is  absolutely  necessary. 

In  writing  this,  I  have  every  hope  that  Experts  will  tear  my  classifications  to 
pieces,  and  as  a  result  a  complete  and  useful  catalogue  will  soon  be  on  sale  in  booklet 
form.  This  will  be  to  an  embryonic  numismatist,  what  a  yard-stick  is  to  a  surveyor. 
All  I  claim  for  this  method  of  classification,  is  that  it  affords  a  means  to  finer  and 
finer  classification  (by  tenths)  as  the  places  after  the  decimal  are  extended.  Thus 
once  it  is  put  into  general  use,  it  can  be  improved  through  the  ages  and  readily  accept 
further  knowledge  and  research. 

Another  advantage  to  be  derived  in  the  future  from  the  adoption  of  some  such 
system,  is  the  rapid  method  of  cross-referencing  that  can  be  developed  for  very  large 
museum  collections.  If  the  numbers  are  held  on  punched  cards,  they  can  be  machine- 
sorted  in  seconds  to  extract  information  such  as  “all  the  Roman  Imperial  coins 
featuring  dieties,”  or  “all  the  Greek  coins  with  man-headed  bull.”  Studies  of  the 
ft  spread  of  particular  types  may  help  historians  to  trace  the  interaction  between  cul¬ 
tures  of  apparently  isolated  or  separate  origins.

FACTS  AND  FIGURES— 1969 

Some  items  taken  from  “Royal  Mint — Hundredth  Annual  Report  of  the  Deputy 
Master  and  Controller  for  the  year  1969”.  We  can  supply  at  65p,  plus  74p  postage 
inland  or  6p  abroad. 

Apologies  for  not  having  done  this  before.  We  will  try  and  get  the  1970  figures 
out  soon  after  we  receive  copies  of  that  year. 

Output.  In  the  year  under  review  output  reached  a  new  all-time  peak,  2,685 
million  coins.  At  Tower  Hill  mint  1,288  million;  at  the  new  mint  at  Llantrisant,  in 
South  Wales,  1,382  million  and  15  million  at  the  training  factory  at  Bridgend.  The 
pieces  struck  for  overseas  were  311  million,  but  in  addition  257  million  were  sub¬ 
contracted  out  to  Imperial  Metal  Industries  (Kynoch)  Ltd.  and  The  Mint,  Birming¬ 
ham  Ltd. 

Withdrawals.  Of  the  400  million  halfcrowns  in  circulation,  240  million  had  been 
returned  by  31st  Dec.  1969.  By  the  same  date  only  390  million  halfpennies  had  been 
returned  of  the  980  million  believed  to  exist. 

Proof,  Specimen  and  Selected  Coins  issued  during  1969  and  so  dated  unless 

otherwise  stated: 

Bahamas  Islands.  10,381  sets  of  nine  coins  from  the  5  dollars  to  1  cent.

Smelting  Metals  in  Ancient  Times.  In  answer  (“Questions  and  Answer”,  March  ’71) 
as  to  how  the  coinage  metals  were  melted  as  no  naturally  occurring  fuels  will  melt  iron  or  any 
coinage  metal;  the  answer  is  that  charcoal  was  used  and  not  a  naturally  occurring  fuel.  This  in 
combination  with  a  blast  of  air  from  a  bellows  gives  quite  hot  enough  a  flame  to  melt  gold. — 
Dr.  H.  B.  Smith,  Marlborough  House,  Morpeth ,  N.S.W. 

4th  Century  Bronze  Coins  Found.  Twenty-four  early  4th  century  Roman  bronze  coins 
have  been  found  on  Mickleham  Downs,  Surrey,  close  to  the  line  of  Stane  Street,  the  Roman 
road.  Many  of  them  are  of  Constantine  I,  the  first  Christian  Emperor  of  Rome. 

The  finder,  Mr.  A.  White,  of  Leatherhead,  noticed  one  coin  on  the  surface  and  recovered 
the  rest  with  the  help  of  a  metal  detector.  Mr.  White  reported  his  find  to  the  Guildhall  Museum. 
The  coins  have  been  dated  by  Mr.  R.  A.  G.  Carson  of  the  British  Museum’s  Coins  and  Medals 
Department  to  a.d.  317  to  322.  The  discovery  is  reported  in  the  April  bulletin  of  the  Surrey 
Archaeological  Society. — Daily  Telegraph,  12 th  April,  1971. 

Buried  Treasure.  A  £1,000  hoard  of  gold  coins,  dating  back  to  the  time  of  Henry  VIII, 
were  ordered  to  be  handed  over  to  the  British  Museum  at  a  treasure  trove  inquest  at  Ashford, 
Kent,  yesterday.  They  were  unearthed  at  Boys  Hall,  an  old  country  house  in  Willesborough, 
near  Ashford. — Daily  Express,  21th  April,  1971. 

Silver  Lining.  A  hoard  of  167  16th  and  17th  century  silver  coins  has  been  found  in  a  jug 
hidden  in  a  plaster  wall  of  an  old  cottage  at  Burghclere,  near  Basingstoke. — Daily  Mail, 
23rd  April,  1971. 

Lochgelly  Hoard.  The  discovery  of  a  treasure-trove  was  made  at  Lochgelly  this  week 
during  excavations  at  the  rear  of  the  Old  Ship  Inn  in  High  Street. 

Over  100  silver  coins  were  unearthed.  Some  of  the  coins  date  back  to  the  17th  century  and 
have  been  handed  over  to  the  police. 

The  discovery  was  made  on  Tuesday  by  workmen  engaged  in  levelling  the  ground  at  the 
rear  of  the  inn  on  which  will  be  built  a  lounge. 

The  coins,  which  were  unearthed  by  a  caterpillar  tractor,  were  thought  to  have  been 
contained  in  a  metal  box  found  on  the  site.  Some  of  the  coins  were  scattered  by  the  tractor, 
but  the  majority  were  buried  in  a  lump  of  clay  about  the  size  of  a  football.  Found  at  a  depth  of 
two  feet,  most  of  the  coins  are  in  a  good  state  of  preservation. 
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Being  treasure-trove,  the  coins  become  the  property  of  the  Crown.  The  circumstances  of 
the  find  have  been  reported  to  the  Procurator-Fiscal  at  Kirkcaldy  who  will  decide,  on  behalf 
of  the  Crown,  what  will  happen  to  the  trove.  Enquiries  are  also  being  made  to  ascertain  the 
value  of  the  coins. 

The  Old  Ship  Inn  is  nearly  300  years  old.  Mr.  McLean  has  the  original  deeds,  one  of 
which  is  dated  1686.  Since  work  started  on  the  extension  to  the  premises,  Mr.  McLean  has 
been  wondering  what  to  call  his  new  lounge  when  it  is  completed.  Now  he  has  the  answer — 
“Treasure-Trove”. — Dumfermline  Press,  16 th  April,  1971. 

Gold  Hoard.  A  bag  containing  183  gold  sovereigns,  half-sovereigns  and  spade  guineas 
dating  from  1750  to  1825  was  unearthed  by  workmen  at  Market  Harborough  yesterday. — 
Daily  Express ,  23 rd  March,  1971. 

Workmen  dig  up  a  Pot  of  Gold.  Workers  on  a  construction  site  at  Uskudar,  on  the 
Asian  side  of  the  Bosphorus,  have  uncovered  a  pot  of  gold.  The  crock  contained  195  gold 
coins  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  officially  worth  £1,300. — Shropshire  Star,  15 th  April,  1971.
